
Changes to council wards branded a 'mess' 


ELECTORAL boundary changes in West Dorset have 
been branded a “mess” as town and district councillors 
in Bridport voice their concerns over proposals. 

Opposition to the plans, which could see West Dorset 
District Council reduced from 48 members to 42, has 
emerged with the possibility of the Bridport South and 
Bothenhampton ward reduced to two councillors in¬ 
stead of three. 

Dave Rickard, Bridport town councillor and former 
mayor, believes any loss of representation would be a 
bad move for Bridport. 

He said: “It’s not clear what the advantages are meant 
to be if Bridport South loses a councillor, which appears 
to be what may happen. 

“With the re-drawing of the boundaries Bridport South 
would get West Cliff in West Bay and there will be con¬ 
fusion over the Symondsbury parish.” 

Mr Rickard said that the approach of the boundary 
consultation is an example of why some people find it 
hard to engage with politics. 

He said: “I just wish someone would sit down and sort 
all of the boundaries out in one go, rather than in this 
manner.

“What we end up with is villages placed together in 
some district wards but then split up at county council 
level. British people don’t seem to engage with politics 
and it’s not surprising when we have all of this trouble. 

“I just want it sorted and for everyone to know where 
they stand but that never seems to happen - it’s a mess.” 

“The whole point of local councillors is to represent 
people and if we lose a seat in Bridport then that’s just 
one seat too many to lose.” 

Following a public consultation earlier this year, the 
independent Local Government Boundary Commission 
for England recommended reducing the number of dis¬ 
trict councillors in West Dorset to 43. 

At a full district council meeting last week, West 
Dorset District Council recommended a different pro¬ 
posal, further reducing the number to 42 seats. 

David Tett, district councillor for Bridport South and 
Bothenhampton, spoke against this plan, stating the 
“grave concern” that increases in the town’s population 
over time would leave people “inadequately repre¬ 
sented.” 

Robert Gould, leader of the district council, said: “The 
purpose of the review is to ensure each councillor rep¬ 
resents a similar number of electors and that ward 
boundaries reflect the interests and identities of local 
communities. 

“The district council was also consulted on the plans 
and councillors put forward proposals to adopt a 42 
councillor ward pattern, which would reduce the num¬ 
ber of councillors by six. 

“After considering all the submissions received, the 
Local Boundary Commission for England will publish 
its draft recommendations for changes in February 
2014. The public will then have a further opportunity to 
have their say on the draft proposals in April 2014.” 

The amount of work councillors undertake in the Brid¬ 
port South ward is another reason why the number 
shouldn’t be reduced, according to Councillor Ros 
Kayes. 

She said: “I argued strongly at the last meeting that 
because there is a high level of deprivation and poverty 
in some parts of Bridport there is a lot of casework for 
councillors. 


“I’ve seen an increased amount of casework since the 
recession. 

“By changing the boundaries and moving someone 
from Bridport South will mean the two Bridport South 
councillors will be overloaded with casework and the 
councillor left with Botherhampton will not have as 
much to do - it’s a different sort of area. This could be 
bad for the people of Bridport.” 

Despite opposition to the plans, Councillor Frances 
McKenzie told the View from Bridport that she didn’t 
see this change as a negative. 

She said: “Quite frankly I can’t argue with the num¬ 
bers, councillors should try and represent an equal num¬ 
ber. I can’t say it’s a bad thing.” 

“It will be a long time before the town grows to such 
an extend that it will cause problems. The fact that it 
will get bigger should not be a concern.” 

West Dorset District Council was unable to comment 
on changes to individual wards. 



Free afternoon parking in town for Christmas 


SHOPPERS in Bridport will get the 
chance to park in the town for free in 
the run up to Christmas. 

The news was announced by Bridport 
Business, the local Chamber of Trade 
and Commerce, after a consultation 
with West Dorset District Council's head 
of parking, Chris Graves, and has been 
welcomed by traders in the town. 

Karen Hussey, secretary of Bridport 
Business, said: "It's been really good 
working with Chris Graves, he is com¬ 
mitted to working with towns and 
helping them solve issues just like this. 

"We're delighted to announce the free 
parking. We hope it will bring more 
shoppers into town, it's a much more 


welcoming experience for people to be 
faced with. 

"Previously it has been some car parks 
and not others so this year we're 
pleased to say it's a lot less confusing." 

Negotiations mean that from Mon¬ 
day, December 9th, the car parks in 
Wykes Court, East Street, South Street 
and Rope Walks will be free to park in 
after 2pm. 

The free parking arrangement means 
that the district council will not make a 
donation towards the Christmas lights 
this year. 

Richard Batten, owner of Battens Jew¬ 
ellers in South Street, believes this will 
be more useful than a donation to the 


lights. 

He said: "It's a good idea, anything to 
bring people in is of use to us. The su¬ 
permarkets already have the situation 
sussed. They can offer free parking and 
then they end up getting the business. 

"I think this will help the town more 
than a donation to the lights; the shops 
can make their own effort with their 
window displays and their trees." 

Bridport Music's Steph Garner, who 
owns the South Street shop with her 
husband, hopes that the news will add 
to the usually busy Christmas count¬ 
down. 

She said: "I think that this can encour¬ 
age people into the town, so it is a wel¬ 


come move. We hope Bridport has 
staved off the threat of parking meters 
for on-street parking and I think the 
way forward should be keeping park¬ 
ing prices reasonable and providing 
more spaces." 

Councillor Robert Gould, leader of 
West Dorset District Council, said: 
"We're pleased to be offering free park¬ 
ing in Bridport this December. 

"We hope this will encourage shop¬ 
pers into the town and support local 
businesses over the festive season." 

The chamber will be placing posters 
around the shops in town in the com¬ 
ing weeks to make people aware of the 
free parking offer. 
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XANNE Carey, owner of the Amid Giants & Idols 
coffee shop in Lyme Regis, was born in Derbyshire 
but grew up in Singapore.

■ WHAT did you do before opening Amid Giants & 
Idols? 

Heaps of stuff! I’ve been a charity events organiser and 
more recently a teacher, I taught English at GCSE level 
and also as a foreign language to students from all over 
the world. I feel Eve found my true calling in coffee and 
am loving the challenge of setting up and developing 
my own business, it’s something I often day dreamed 
about and now I’m doing it. 

■ HOW did you become interested in working as a 
barista? 

When in Australia, I finally found that coffee could be 
divine - in the UK, my experience of coffee had been 
pretty poor and I rarely drank the stuff. I began to won¬ 
der what it was that made the difference...and there, the 
flame of passion was ignited. 

■ WHY did you decide to open a coffee shop in 
Lyme Regis? 

We arrived for a day trip one crisp, snowy November a 
couple of years ago and just loved the place. When we 
saw the shop available on our second visit, it felt like it 
was meant to be. 

■ WHAT do you enjoy about the job? 

It’s a fascinating area of work and it really plays to my 
need for perfection - I’m always chasing the perfect cof¬ 
fee. There are so many variables that it becomes quite 
obsessive. Speciality grade coffee is a really complex 
product with more flavour notes than you find in wine, 
every cup should be something to savour. I also love the 
community aspect of working in speciality coffee, from 
the other baristas to the wonderful, warm customers. 



■ WHAT makes Amid Giants & Idols different to 
other coffee shops? 

We serve speciality grade coffee, in addition to offering 
some of the worlds finest coffees roasted by the UK’s 
leading micro roasters. We also roast our own range of 
coffees that change with the seasons. This means there 
is always something new to try or take home, whether 
roasted by us or our favourite micro roasters, the coffees 
on offer are some of the finest available from around the 
globe and are always roasted to maximise the flavour of 
the coffee. We think this brings quite a different taste 
experience to your cup. We’ve also tried to create a 
super-comfy space with plenty for customers to absorb 
themselves in. 
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■ YOU recently were placed 11 th at the UK Barista 
Championships semi-finals. What did you have to 
do in the competition? 

You have to make a set number of standard drinks along 
with your own creative “signature” drink. Each drink is 
assessed for appearance, flavour and body by four 
judges. You are also continuously assessed by technical 
judges and have to give a detailed presentation at the 
same time. You are judged on your knowledge of coffee, 
barista skills and of course that all important taste. 

■ HOW did feel to get so far in the contest? 

It was the best feeling and confirmed that what I do in 
the shop is worth all the time and effort that goes into it. 
The competition includes some incredibly talented peo¬ 
ple, I had a massive learning curve and I am still learning 
every day. 

■ WHAT'S you favourite coffee? 

This changes with the seasonal crops. There are a num¬ 
ber of seasonal coffee regions across the globe, and every 
year there will be some stand-out coffees. Right now, I 
am absolutely loving our latest roast “Jumping Jack”. 
It’s an exciting blend of Kenyan, Ethiopian and Costa 
Rican coffees and I've been serving it in the shop all 
week. 


■ WHAT do you like about Lyme Regis? 

I really like the atmosphere and mix of artisan individu¬ 
als in Lyme; I've met some fascinating people doing in¬ 
credibly diverse things. 

■ WHERE'S your ideal holiday destination? 

You mean other than a staycation in Lyme Regis? Well, 
on my radar at the moment is South America, some¬ 
where like Columbia or Venezuela because both coun¬ 
tries look gorgeous. I love South American music and 
I’m really interested in human history, of which there’s 
plenty. 


■ WHICH three people would you invite to your 
dream dinner party? 

Queen Elizabeth I - apparently I’m her first cousin, 13 
times removed so it would be great to have her round to 
mine for dinner. Then, perhaps Stephen Fry because 
there’s no-one better to keep the conversation going while 
I’m in the kitchen and, finally, Mary Shelly.

Scout Post to expand to Bridport 


DORCHESTER’S successful Scout Post is to be ex¬ 
tended to the Bridport and Beaminster areas this Decem¬ 
ber. 

After 25 years the Dorchester area service, which de¬ 
livers up to 35,000 cards each Christmas, will be made 
available in Bridport to service the town, Walditch, Brad- 
pole, West Bay, Bothenhampton and Allington areas. 

The new collection and delivery services, run by adult 
volunteers, will have five yellow post-boxes at conven¬ 
ient locations in and around the town where cards can be 
posted for half the price of a second class stamp (25p). 

Scout Post organisers say their target is to deliver an 
additional 10,000 cards in and around the Bridport area. 

The extension will also mean that those who use the 
service in and around Dorchester will be able to post 
cards to friends and family in the Bridport area. 

Volunteers will now be needed to collect, sort and de¬ 
liver in both the Bridport area and in and around Dorch¬ 
ester.

There will be no public internet access at Dorset County 
Council libraries on Saturday, November 9th, and between 
7am on Saturday and 7am on Monday, November 11th 
some of the pages and forms on the dorsetforyou.com web 
site could be affected. 

The online schools admission system form will not be 
available and the Travel Dorset pages will be mnning with 
a slightly reduced service. Anyone who needs to report an

Robert Gould, Dorset County Council cabinet member 
for corporate resources, said: “Our firewall acts as a secu¬ 
rity barrier around our IT network, preventing unauthorised 
access to our data. Unfortunately we can’t replace such a 
critical part of our IT infrastructure without affecting mem¬ 
bers of the public. 

“Our current firewalls have reached the end of their life 
and we absolutely must replace them. Protecting our net¬ 
works and the data they hold is of paramount importance 
to us.”

One year on... and well rooted 


‘TO ME beating cancer is not 
about not dying. It's about living, 
really living, every moment and 
every day. But how could I do that? 
Who could help me stay on track? 
Throughout my cancer treatment, 
despite asking and looking, there 
were no survivor or support groups 
where I live in West Dorset.’ 

This is how Sue Rorstad felt 
when she was diagnosed with can¬ 
cer. 

There was no dedicated cancer 
care centre in West Dorset to help 
people take back control of their 
health and lifestyle. 

Nearest to Bridport is The Force 
in Exeter and the Penny Brohn 
Centre in Bristol. 

There are excellent disease spe¬ 
cific groups, usually assisted by 
Clinical Nurse Specialists, but few 
are very local and some are quite a 
distance away in Poole. However, 
in October 2012 things changed. 

Sue explains: “I was very inter¬ 
ested to hear about a new group in 
Bridport called The Living Tree.” 

She joined and is now a regular 
at the Friday meetings. 

“It’s stimulating, cheerful, a lot of 
fun and very informative. The 
members would not have come to¬ 
gether had it not been for the can¬ 
cer they have in common. All ages, 
different backgrounds, different 


cancers and different beliefs but all 
there to help each other,” said Sue. 

Initial start-up funding came 
from Macmillan and there have 
been many contributors in 
2012/13, all instrumental in mak¬ 
ing The Living Tree an invaluable 
asset to the community. 

These include West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council, Dorset Cancer Net¬ 
work, Bridport Carnival, and Brit 
Valley Rotary. 

The Living Tree was granted 
charitable status in February this 
year. One year on, the group is well 
established as a self-help centre for 
people who have experienced can¬ 
cer and for their families/carers. 

Members come from the sur¬ 
rounding areas of West Dorset, 
East Devon and South Somerset - 
all are welcome. 

Everyone is at various stages in 
their cancer journeys - some re¬ 
cently diagnosed, others undergo¬ 
ing treatment, some in remission, 
others post-cancer. The aim of The 
Living Tree is to offer friendship, 
creative activities and holistic ther¬ 
apies, relevant diet and lifestyle in¬ 
formation for anyone with any 
cancer. 

At the first meeting there were 
five people. In a year that’s grown 
to over 20 with a larger mailing list 
of health professionals. 


Founder members Jo O’Farrell 
and Jo Millar, delighted with the 
success so far, take up the story: 
“We help people cope with the 
fear, anxiety, and isolation or stress 
that cancer can bring by creating a 
caring, nurturing and helpful envi¬ 
ronment in which to unwind and 
share laughter (we do a lot of this!) 
and we talk about coping strate¬ 
gies. 

“We also pool our knowledge 
and information about services and 
resources in the locality.” 

Thanks to many health workers 
and therapists who have been in¬ 
credibly generous with their time, 
The Living Tree has an ongoing 
programme of speakers on a vari¬ 
ety of relevant topics such as com¬ 
plementary therapies, exercise, 
relaxation, diet and nutrition and 
creative arts. 

Jo continued: “We’ve had talks 
and demonstrations on topics as di¬ 
verse as acupuncture, reflexology, 
diet and nutrition, homeopathy and 
we’ve tried out Qigong, as well as 
paper crafts, mindfulness, singing 
and playing the ukulele!” 

The Living Tree meets weekly 
from 2-4:30pm on Friday after¬ 
noons, in comfortable surround¬ 
ings with refreshment facilities, at 
the Friends Meeting House, South 
Street, Bridport.

The underlying stability of AA is 
achieved by the recovering alcoholic 
reaching out to the still suffering drinker; 
this simple act reinforces his or her own 
sobriety. 

AA is not a religious organisation. 
There are people from all walks of life 


and every persuasion. There are people 
who are atheists, agnostics and others 
who belong to formalised religions. It 
does not matter what your beliefs are, 
nor will anyone try and persuade you to 
change your beliefs. 

The individual's first step is to contact 
AA - there is a national phone line 0845 
769 7555 - and to attend an AA meeting. 

A member from AA will be willing to 
have an initial meeting and share his or 
her experiences of the illness and their 
recovery. 

Contacting AA can be daunting and 
someone from AA will be willing to help 
in getting someone, or accompanying 
them, to their first meeting. 

AA started in England in 1947, Scot¬ 


land in 1948 and Wales in 1951. With 
decades of collective experience and a 
world-wide reach, AA is a remarkable 
survivor and remains highly relevant 
after all these years. 

So if you know of someone whose 
drinking is causing difficulties in their 
lives, a first step could be to recommend 
attending AA. The important message is 
that people can and do recover from this 
illness to regain control over their lives.

Back to the 
18 th century? 


■ WHILST the Council 
Tax in Dorset has re¬ 
mained static, the serv¬ 
ices provided by Dorset's 
local councils diminish 
by the day. 

And so in real terms the 
Council Tax has actually 
increased, and asTommy 
Cooper used to quip, 
"just like that." 

A good example of 
cuts in services is the de¬ 
cision to shut off the 
street lighting in Brid¬ 
port from midnight. 

Here we are in effect 
returning to a situation 
that existed in 18th cen¬ 
tury London. 

For example, in West¬ 
minster, householders 
were responsible for put¬ 
ting out lamps on dark 
evenings, sweeping re¬ 
fuse from the streets and 
repairing the pavements 
between their houses 
and the gutter in the 
middle of the streets. 

However, in 1736, the 
Lighting Act Statute, fol¬ 
lowed in 1762 by the 


Westminster Paving Act, 
replaced these individual 
obligations, and finance 
was provided through 
local rates to provide 
those services. 

The statutes in effect 
were such a success that 
they soon covered the 
whole of the city. 

Given present Govern¬ 
ment policies for cutting 
public services, it would 
seem that in Bridport we 
could well be returning 
to early 18th century 
London where local resi¬ 
dents will be expected to 
sweep their streets, dis¬ 
pense of their rubbish 
and provide their own 
street lighting. 

Of course, such a situa¬ 
tion may seem some¬ 
what farfetched, but 
given that people are 
now seen as of second¬ 
ary importance to fi¬ 
nance, who knows?

DORSET-style hedgelaying has 
been represented for the first time 
at the National Hedgelaying 
Championships after lobbying by 
a group of local hedgers. 

The Dorset Class was included in 
the competition, now in its 35th 
year, and attracted six entrants dur¬ 
ing a day of hedglaying contests at 
Waddesdon Manor in Bucking¬ 
hamshire. 

Nigel Dowding, Tim Frampton, 
Russell Woodham and Kevin 
Goodfellow, all members of the 
Melplash Agricultural Society, 
have been credited for getting the 
Dorset style into the national com¬ 
petition. 

Tim Frampton, chairman of the 
hedgelaying and ploughing section 
of the Melplash Agricultural Soci¬ 
ety, said: “It’s important that the 
Dorset style is recognised. 

“The way we do it makes Dorset 
and Devon unique - although even 
between those two there are differ¬ 
ences.” 

“The whole day went really well, 
I think it was a real eye-opener to 
different styles and it was great to 
see loads of spectators there. 

“I was disappointed not to have 
come away with a prize but it 
makes me want to try harder for 
next year.” 

Melplash Agricultural Society or¬ 
ganise an annual hedgelaying 
match in Dorset as well as running 
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training sessions to teach the 
Dorset style of hedgelaying. 

Alongside Dorset, the other re¬ 
gions competing included Wales, 
the Midlands, Devon, North Som¬ 
erset, Derbyshire and Lancashire. 

The 100 hedgers who took part 
had to lay a hedge that measured 
10 metres, made up of 90 per cent 
maple and 10 per cent hawthorn. 

Kevon Rendell and Henry Sel- 
way judged the Dorset category, 
with Jon Stockwell of Yarcombe, 
Devon, acting as steward. 

Ed Goodfellow was named the 


Dorset winner, with Russell Wood- 
ham in second place and Kevin 
Goodfellow coming third. 

Mr Rendall said: “The Dorset- 
style hedgelaying, which uses no 
crooks, no string or wire, caused a 
lot of interest and many questions 
were asked about the system and 
the style.” 

A meeting will be arranged in 
April next year to discuss and for¬ 
malise future plans for Dorset 
hedgelaying, and Mr Rendell has 
agreed with the National Hedge¬ 
laying Society that he will cham¬ 
pion the style.

C HILDREN en¬ 
joyed a morning 
of witchcraft and 
wizardry during a 
spooky Forest School 
session on Friday of last 
week.

mary School, children 
aged up to five-years- 
old enjoyed two hours 
getting back to nature 
with a Halloween twist.

Organised by Dorset 
Forest School, each ses¬ 
sion aims to build the 
confidence of the chil¬ 
dren by teaching them in 
a woodland environ¬ 
ment.

Parents are encouraged 
to get involved with the 
Forest School activities, 
which Ms Gainsford ex¬ 
plains can be less intim¬ 
idating than some 
mother and toddler 
groups, especially for 
fathers. 

She said: “I think when 
you look at our society as 
adult we’re all stressed 
and all working hard. The 
best way to relax is to go 
to the beach or go on a 
walk and that’s what the 
Forest School can do for 
both adults and children.” 

Pauline Clack, who at¬ 
tended the session with 
her son James, said: 
“James has been here be¬ 
fore and he loves it, he 
loves exploring. It’s quite 
a unique way of learning, 
with all of the different 
activities then sitting 
around the campfire at 
the end. 

“The Forest School gets 
the imagination flowing 
and is so creative.”

Fireworks postponed to this weekend

on Saturday, after being postponed due to forecasted strong 
winds. 

Bridport Round Table, organisers of the town’s display, 
took the decision on Friday to move the event to Saturday, 
November 9th, after being advised by the landowners at 
Bridport Leisure Centre of health and safety considera¬ 
tions.

Andy Sherring, chairman of Bridport Round Table, said: 
“Basically we were told there would be 30 to 45 miles per

“The problems were with the large mortars we’d want to 
use for the display, they would be blowing towards Palmers 
Brewery, which has a thatched roof, so we were advised 
by the actual landlords at the leisure centre it would not be 
a good idea to go ahead. This was the right decision be¬ 
cause the winds were very strong. 

“We have our fingers crossed for good weather next 
weekend. There are some family tickets out there which 
are still valid, or people can just rock up and buy tickets 
on the night.”

6.30pm for an 8pm fireworks display - would remain the 
same, said Mr Sherring.

PCC welcomes new code 


POLICE and Crime Commissioner 
for Dorset, Martyn Underhill, has 
welcomed the government's new 
Victims Code and is planning a 
new system of help for crime vic¬ 
tims in the county. 

It will ensure that victims are en¬ 
titled for the first time to read 
their Victim Personal Statement in 
court. 

The judge will then take this in 
to account when determining the 
sentence. 

Mr Underhill said: "It is impor¬ 
tant that victims of crime receive 
a bespoke service, tailored to 
their individual needs.That is why 
I am launching the Dorset Victims 
Bureau on November 19th. 

"Victims are at the heart of my 
work and I will always put them 
first. The Dorset Victim's Bureau is 
just one of only two in England 
and Wales. 

"By next year the bureau will 
grow into the first multi-agency 
victim's service in the country, en¬ 
compassing all of the Criminal 
Justice Agencies, meaning that 
victims will be updated and sup¬ 
ported as they travel the whole 
criminal justice journey. 

"The bureau next year will also 


assist those victims who, for vari¬ 
ous reasons, do not pick up the 
phone to report their crime to the 
police. 

"I have also introduced Victim 
Forums in Dorset, so that we can 
learn from people's experiences. 

"I want to give victims a voice so

1. Lightly butter a 12-hole pie or patty tin. Tip the 
mincemeat into a bowl and stir so that the liquid is 
evenly distributed. 

2. Place the flour, sugar, almonds and butter in a food 
processor and process briefly until resembling bread 
crumbs, then slowly add the egg through the feeder 
tube. (Or rub the butter into the dry ingredients by hand 
and stir in the egg.) 

3. Bring the mixture together with your hands, wrap in 
clingfilm and chill for an hour or so.Thinly roll out the 


pastry on a floured surface. Cut out 12 circles with a 
fluted pastry cutter, large enough to fill the base of the 
prepared tin. Press gently into each hole, then fill with 
the mincemeat. 

Cut out another 12 slightly smaller discs and use to 
cover the mincemeat. Press the edges together to seal. 
Make a small slit in the top of each, then brush lightly 
with milk. Chill for about 30 minutes. Meanwhile, pre 
heat the oven to 200C/400F/Gas 6. 

Bake the pies for 20 minutes until golden brown.

£22,795 (OTR) in SE trim, the emission cut delivers a 2013/14 
reduction in P11D percentage values from 18 percent to 17 
percent meaning an annual company car benefit-in-kind 
tax saving of £45.48 for a basic rate taxpayer (£3.79 a 
month) and a £90.96 (£7.58 a month) saving for a higher 
rate taxpayer. 

Saloon and Tourer models powered by the SKYACTIV-D 
2.2-litre 150ps engine are also available in SE Nav, SE-L, SE- 
L Nav, Sport* and Sport Nav* trim.Therefore, depending on 
company car choice, benefit-in-kind tax savings in 2013/14 
could be up to £51.68 (£4.31 a month)/£48.48 (£4.04 a 
month) on the Sport Saloon/SE-LTourer for a basic rate tax¬ 
payer and £103.36 (£8.61 a month)/£96.96 (£8.08 a month) 
for a higher rate taxpayer. 



Employers will also make savings in Class 1A National In¬ 
surance contributions, which are paid on benefits-in-kind. 

Additionally, while the emissions cut does not impact on 
first year Vehicle Excise Duty rates the reduction on Tourer 
(116g/km to 110g/km) delivers a £10 a year saving on future 
rates as the model drops from Band C to Band B. 

Steve Tomlinson, Mazda's Head of Fleet, said: "Mazda en¬ 
gineers have been able to deliver financial savings for com¬ 
pany car drivers and businesses without compromising the 
model in terms of its power, performance or towing capac¬ 
ity. 

"Indeed, the improvements that have delivered the C02 
emissions reduction and, consequently, the company car 
benefit-in-kind tax savings and fuel economy improve¬ 
ments mean that the 2.2-litre 150ps diesel models remain 
among the most efficient models in the C/D segment. 

"The new Mazda6 is the no compromise choice for com¬ 
pany car drivers. They can have power, performance and 
driving fun with low emissions and first class fuel economy 


due to our SKYACTIV technology. That cannot be obtained 
from rival manufacturers who have resorted to smaller en¬ 
gine displacements in pursuit of emission and MPG im¬ 
provements." 

Tomlinson added:"Our well-established 'fleet vehicle sold 
order pot'programme, means our key Business Specialist 
Network dealers are able to meet corporate demand typi¬ 
cally within 10-14 days of orders being placed for the ma¬ 
jority of models, which is significantly better than most rival 
marques."

Lack of tyre maintenance is increasing road 
risk for the majority of young drivers 


YOUNG drivers are at a greater risk of being involved in a tyre 
related accident through a lack of regular tyre maintenance, 
according to a new survey commissioned by TyreSafe and 
young driver insurer ingenie. 

Over a third of drivers aged 18-25 had never checked their 
tread depth - and two out of three had not checked their 
tread within the last month, the maximum period recom¬ 
mended between checks. 

A similarly worrying picture emerged regarding tyre pres¬ 
sures. A quarter confessed they had never checked their tyre 
pressures, with three out of five admitting they had not 
checked them in the last month. 

The research also highlighted the need to better educate 
young drivers about the importance of proper tyre care, as al¬ 
most half admitted they'd never been shown how to check the 
condition of their tyres. More than half of those questioned 
also didn't know that it was the driver's responsibility to en¬ 
sure that the car's tyres are safe and legal and a massive 85 
percent were unaware that the maximum fine for driving on 
an illegal tyre was £2,500; and more than a third were unaware 
that drivers could receive three penalty points for driving on 
an illegal tyre. With new drivers getting their licence revoked 
if they receive six points in two years - the equivalent of driv¬ 
ing on two illegal tyres - young drivers need to be made aware 
there are serious consequences of driving on illegal tyres. 

"Regular basic tyre maintenance is a critical element of being 
a safe and responsible driver, yet these latest findings would 
suggest that this message is being lost on young drivers 
today,"comments Stuart Jackson, chairman, TyreSafe. "We saw 
an increase last year in the number of tyre related road casu¬ 
alties and if we fail to take immediate action in educating 
young drivers about the need to look after their tyres properly, 
sadly we can only expect to see this figure rise further." 


Richard King, founder and CEO of ingenie added: "With al¬ 
most half of young drivers never having been shown how to 
check the condition of their tyres, it's clear that we need to do 
more to ensure they have the right knowledge in this area. At 
ingenie we're all about helping young people save on their in¬ 
surance by driving safely, so launching this video in partner¬ 
ship with TyreSafe continues our commitment to helping 
young drivers stay safe on the road" 

Tread depth and tyre pressure checks are important for safe 
driving as they ensure that the car can brake, accelerate, cor¬ 
ner and handle properly. These are of particular importance 
during the winter months as worsening weather conditions 
make driving more hazardous. However, according to Tyre¬ 
Safe, regular checks which should be carried out on a monthly 
basis, can help to minimise safety risks and need only take a 
few minutes to complete. 

To help young drivers understand the consequences of poor 
tyre care and how they should be checked, TyreSafe and inge¬ 
nie have released a video starring BBC Outnumbered actor 
and ingenie video blogger 
Tyger Drew-Honey, who has 
recently passed his driving 
test. 

During the movie, which 
can be seen by visiting 
www.tyresafe.org/tyre- 
safety/young-drivers, two 
other young drivers are 
quizzed on their tyre knowl¬ 
edge and are shown the con¬ 
sequences of poor tyre care 
in a dramatic emergency 
stop manoeuvre recreation.

Dovell smashes home late, late winner

RYAN Dovell grabbed a dramatic 93rd minute winner 
for Bridport at St Mary's Field last Saturday to extend 
their winning run to three games. 

In a pulsating match despite the strong swirling 
wind that made life difficult for the players, Radstock 
took the lead just after the interval before Dan Wise 
equalised from the penalty spot with 20 minutes re¬ 
maining. 

ManagerTrevor Senior started with Max Buckler up 
front alongside Dovell and it was the postman who 
delivered the first chance on three minutes with a 
run down the right before crossing to Matt Morley 
beyond the far post. 

Whether the wind held the ball up or the former 
Weymouth winger was slow to react, but the oppor¬ 
tunity was missed as the ball was cleared. 

Radstock had a great opportunity almost immedi¬ 
ately from a free-kick which dropped over Ryan 
Hayter's head and found Mark Chiddy on the corner 
of the six yard box, but he missed his kick as he 
turned to shoot at goal. 

The Bees were having some success early on down 
the right with Wise and Dovell combining well and 
from one such move the latter pulled his angled shot 
wide of the far post. Wise then put in Chris Luke 
whose determined run saw him finish with a similar 
angled shot but Miners"keeper Lewis Pierre did well 
to palm his fierce near post shot behind for a corner. 

Although Bridport had the most advantage from 
the wind blowing up the pitch from West Bay in the 
first half, both sides were suffering at times as it 
bizarrely swirled around without warning, but con¬ 
tinued to play at a high tempo. 

Chiddy had a chance on 17 minutes but the ball 
would not come down quickly enough and his shot 
dipped over the crossbar. It looked certain that 
Dovell would head the Bees in front just after the half 
hour when Wise found him stood at the far post 
alone, but the ball held up in the wind and dropped 
like a stone. 

Dovell then saw his close range shot blocked by 
Pierre after an exhilarating run from Morley that took 
him past three defenders, before Buckler had an ef¬ 
fort blocked. 

Dovell closed the first half that should have seen 
Bridport maybe one if not two goals up on chances 
created, when he turned central defender Adrian 
Harvey but fired his shot just past the far post. 

With the advantage of the elements, the Miners 
started the second-half strongly and after Sam Filkins 
struggled to keep out Mario Matteus' angles shot, 
they went ahead on 51 minutes when Jordan Towns- 
leyjudged his run to perfection to bullet home a div¬ 
ing header at the far post from Callum Elms' low 
cross that screeched across the six-yard box. 

Bridport stung by this tried to respond but Darren 
Watts'30-yard calculated shot didn't cause Pierre too 
much trouble. 

However, Wise might have done better than to fire 
wildly wide of the near upright after Dovell had 
played him in on the right hand side of the penalty 
area.

Senior conceded that the conditions 
did not help which resulted in a num¬ 
ber of passes going astray, but also ad¬ 
mitted that his players did not always 


pick the right pass. 

"We made it really difficult for our¬ 
selves but it would have been very dis¬ 
appointing if we hadn't got anything 
from the game." 

Looking at the results so far this sea¬ 
son Senior believes there is very little 
between the sides. 

"In most games we have put up a 
good account of ourselves, and I think 
that nearly every one has been fairly 
even. The first-half against Buckland 
Athletic is the only time when we have 
been completely outclassed." 

The win sees the Bees move up to 
13th in theToolstation Premier League. 

Senior concluded by saying: This win 
will boost our confidence and we 
played for the full 90 minutes, which is 
what I've been asking the lads to do."
